It the Japanese crush Kaitlbars to day

Beginning at 2 a. m, tlfe Japanese made

That the l^attle of Mukden will go down 
in history with that of Liao Y'ang in tho 
long list of Russian defeates is the almost 
universal belief In pessimistic St. Peters- 
burg, which has forgotten tho meaning 
of the word victory.

which al ready exceeds in magnitude of 
operations and losses that of Shakhe, has

There are 
fears it will spread acroKS an clghly-foot 
street to two block» of frame structures 
ijoyond which lies the business imrt, of 
tho town. 
Firemen, with aK.Mistanee sum- 
moned from a number of smaller towns, 
are working wltli might and main to cmi- 
fine the tire to the cereal plant. The plant 
buildigg 
is 
triangular, 
at 
the 
base 
of 
which is a group of elevator 
buildings 
nd 
boiler 
houses. 
At 
the 
apex 
Is 
a 
group of mill buildings and more holler 
houses, 
A street Intersects this triangle 
and divides the two groups of buildings. 
The fire started In the hul| grinding room 
In one of the elevators and a sheet of 
ftamCs enveluped that structtire. 
In ten 
mlnffles more the fiames had crossed tho 
avenue to tho mill gi-oup of building« and 
tho firemen were powerless to prevent the 
spread of fiames' in either dirction. 
The 
fire burned northward against Ihe wind 
lowing In the mill group, and southward 
with tho wind in the elevator group with 
fearful rapidity. • 


Five-story 
brick 
wails 
crumbled 
and 
fell with a roar heard for many blocks. 
Clouds of embers wore driven by a strong 
wind over an area of six blocks square 
and a large number of men with snjall 
hose and buckets of water were drenching 
tho roofs of these buildings, while In the 
Iclnlty of the fire there was an exodua 
of families from dozens of houses. 


Telegrams for hely 
were sent 
to 
tho 
river cities and smaller towns, but only 
the latter have as yet responded. 
The 
cereal mill employes in, the neighborhood 
of SOO men and the loss will be a serious 
blow to the city. 


Two men are known to have been kill-- 
ed'^and others are rftlBslngr. 
One of 
t h # 
men killed lost his Ufé by jumping from 
a sixth. story. window. 


A t midnight the flames were under con- 
trol. 
The fire was confined to the cereal 
plant. . Surrounding 
buildings 
were 
on 
fire several times, but the blaze was ex- 
tinguished. 


Those known to have lost their 
lives 
are: Joe Hoilingsworth, of Parneii, lowa 
and an unknown man. Hoilingsworth was 
blown out of the building' into tho street 
by an explosion. 


ft is feared several 
others 
lost 
their 
lives, hut this Is not definitely known 
A 
man who was seen at a window fell back 
Into the 
flames. 


The loss is estimated at nearly $1,500,- 
000, and the insurance Is nearly $1,000,000.
